SHOT IN THE BACK. 


The Ignominious Death of Pallas, 


the Anarchist. 


DIES UKREPEKTAKT ADD VINDICTIVE. 


Refusing to See the Priests and Scorn- 


fully Rejecting All Their Effort* 


In Hla Behalf—Expeola 


to be Avenged. 


Pallu, the AnorohUt, Shot. 


BARCELONA, Oct. 8.—Pallas, the an- 


archist, who on Sunday, September 34, 
made an attempt on the life of Capt.- 
Qen. Martinez de Campos by hurling 
two dynamite bombs at that officer, 
was shot to-day in accordance with 
the sentence of the court-martial be- 
fore which he was tried. 


During the twenty-four hours pre- 


vious to his execution, Pallas was con- 
fined in tho military chapel, to which 
he had been escorted while singing an 
anarchist song. The prisoner refused 
to kneel when sentence was pro- 
nounced; but he consented yesterday 
toslguncopy of his sentence, at the 
same time exclaiming- that ho was 
signing the death warrant of his 
judges, feeling certain that hie brother 
anarchists would avenge his death by 
killing those who had condemned him 
to die 
^ 


Priests throughout yesterday and 


this morning did their utmost to pre- 
vail upon the desperate man to lis- 
ten to religious consolation and die re- 
pentaiit 
But Pallas sneered at the 


remarks of the priests, laughed at 
their word pictures of the hereafter 
and bcovnfully rejected all thoir efforts 
in his behalf. 


At 9 o'clock the chapel doors opened 


,nd Pallus stepped out of the chapel 
between two officers. At his own re- 
quest, no pi-test was allowed to accom- 
pany him Just 
before the doors 


opened he had said to his guards: "I 
need no commiseration. 
My death 


will be the signal for a general upris- 
ing and the triumph of the social revo- 
.ution. My friends will avenge me ter- 
ribly." As he left the chapel he ex- 
claimed: "I die satisfied." 


The route to the place of execution 


was lined with soldicis. Pallas looked 
to right and left as if he expected 
somebody to break through the lines. 
A group of workingmen shouted! 
•Viva anarqua," but Pallas did not 
seem to hear them ond they were dis- 
persed quickly by the military.

BLACKBURN'S AMENDMENT 


To the Silver-Purchase Repeal Bill Now 


Fondtntr to the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—The following 


is the full text of the amendment of 
Mr Blackburn to the silver bill now 
pending- in the senate, and is on tha 
line suggested in his sweeten of Wednes- 
day. It was offered by Mr lilackburu 
as a new second section to the bill un- 
der debate: 


Sections That on and after the first day of 


January, J8W, any mine owner or smelter pro- 
ducing silver which in derived exclusively 
(rom 


mines situated la tho United States or Its ter- 
ritories, and which la of the required fineness, 
may present tho sumo at any or tho mints of 
the United States, and the snme shall bo 
coined free Into silver dollars of the present 
standard, except the seigniorage hereinafter 
provided for, If presentedIti sums not less than 
Hoa 


See 8 That on the first »f each month tho 
secretary of tho treasury shall establish the 
seigniorage for each following month 


Sec 4 Tho seigniorage lor the coining of 
silver shall be the difference between the mar- 
ket price of sliver bullion and the minted 
value of the coin, which selunlorago shall not 
bo coined, bafshall bo sold by tho secretary ol 
tho treasury In open market, at homo or 
abroad, at tho highest price for tfolct, whict 
gold shall bo held fn the treasury and used 
only for the purpose of ma LnUininw parity be 
twccn tho two metals 


Sec 5 In fixing or establishing the selgulor- 
age the average price of sliver sold by tho sec- 
rotary of tho treasury, the month preceding 
shall control, when he has sold any otherwise 
tho average price in the cities of London and 
Now York. 


Sec 6 In order to protect tho minis against 


imposition, no silver shall bo coined under this 
act, except as is produced by smelters situ- 
ated in the United Staten, and It shall be 
stamped, marked and molded RS directed by 
the secretary o! the treasury, wlio IB hereby 
authorized to appoint such officers and agents 
and fix their compensation, and prescribe such 
rules and regulations as may be necessary to 
carry this act Into effect 


Sec 7 The silver bullion t-old, as heretofore 
provided, shall have Us trademarks removed, 
and shall, after sale, loso Its privilege

The Golden Bra. 


Tbe Amenean Economist in this 


week's issue publishes a report ot the in 
dnstnal oecsne, just completed by tbe 
American Protective Tariff League, show 
ing tha conditions of manufacturing in 
duetnea and wholesale and retail trade 
for the week ending Sept. 2, 1893 
compared with tbe wetk ending Nov. S 
1892. With reference to the first men 
tionsd week the report saya: 


Orders for good* had been canceled 


tbe demand for goods bad fallen oil 
there ws* little or no baying; markets 
wen demoralized and bomneee was par 
•1)zed; tbe erection ot proposed build 
ings bad been stopped, no new work 
being undertaken aod economy was en 
forced everywhere. It was difficult fo 
men in business to procure money, an 
jobber! wen largely reducing their stocks 
of goods, and generally then was a lac 
of confidence throughout tbe country 
From oar census it appears tbat the sam 
industries in which daring the week enc 
ing Nov. B, 1892, were employed 143,40 
hands, were, during the week tndin 
September 2,1893, employing only 66,38 
hands. This was a decrease ot 87,01 
persons employed, or 61 per cent. In th 
matter of wages, we are sorry to say the 
tbe differenoe is even greater, Employers 
who were paying 11509,891 m weekl 
waxes daring the week ending Novembe 
5,1892, were only paying in the sam 
establishments during the week endin 
September 2,1893, the amonnt ot 8459 
039.04. This was a decrease of 31050 
802, or 69% per cent leas money circa 
lated in weekly wages. The faot waa re 
ported from all sections ot the country 
that labor was abundant, cheaper, an 
willing to work for less money. Som 
factories were running without orders 
merely, austated by tbe employers, tc 
try to hejp their laborers. A few wer 
still running on contracts that had bee 
entered into early in the year, bnt tbe 
will close later. Tbe greatest shrinkage 
in the amonnt of wages paid ont has 
been in the money paid oat in the Mn 
die Suites and in tbe New England set 
tion. Practically there was bat ane-aa 
the amount of trade being done through 
out the country during the week endin 
Sept. 2,1P93, that there was during th 
week ending Nov. G, 1892.

The Chicago Journal at hut evaning 


«Bva this account of tha gale whid 
raged in Chicago on Friday. Then 


lau to have bean soioothing of a blow 


there but fortncaUly there was no lose 
of life. The Journal saya: 


Old Boreas baa bean blowing a pretty 
gale to-day. Ha began with a little ex- 
perimental breeza about three o'clock 
tha morning and by noon he waa makuu 
things in the oityand oat at Jaoktot 
Pork fairly hum. Mo damage waa re- 
ported either in the bnaineas Motion or 
among the buildings at the Fair, bat the 
strength of the gale kept people off the 
streets or subjected them to various 
kinds of mitfortonea. Umbrellas wen 
turned inside out, nata went flying 
through the air and clothing waa disar- 
ranged in a way that spread consterna- 
tion among female pedestrians. 


Down at Jackson Park these playful 


eooentricituaof the wind were particu- 
larly apparent. The long open apaeaa 
between the buildings gave tha gale a 
chance to gather force and hurl itself 
with resistless force against the unfortu- 
nate vseitorewho happened to be in its 
way. 
At the Administration Building 


the wind seemed to take a special de- 
light in exercising its power. Around 
the angles ot the building the gale 
aweptina way that carried everything 
More it. No unman being could resist 
its playful antics. Women in particular 
suffered. Without a suspicion of the 
tateinatore for them they would tarn 
the angle ot the building and come face 
to face with the gale. The next instant 
there would be a catastrophe—or some- 
thing next door to it. Then then would 
t»a sadden shriek, a frantio effort to 
keep the whirling skirts in the position 
designed by the modiste and the laws ot 
modesty, and a wild rash tor the protec- 
tion of the building, The humor ot the 
thing drew a crowd-to the vicinity, who 
watched the involuntary performances 
with undisguised merriment. The Co- 
lumbian gnards became so intonated 
that they forgot it was raining and ex- 
posed themselves to the wet, and the 
messenger service became for the time 
completely discouraged because of the 
fascination ot the spot for the boys. 


According to the weather office the 


;ale will keep np for several hours yet. 
This is an accurate measure ot the fury 
of the storm on the lake, the gale driving 
the water oat this end of the lake and 
toward the Straits ot Mackinaw. The 
steamer City of Chicago missed her first 
trip of the season to-day, it not being 
deemed advisable for her to attempt the 
entrance of the harbor at St. Joe on ac- 
count ot the tremendous sea running on 
the east shore. 
Arrivals wen limited 


and no boats were leaving port this 
morning. Vessel agents report that the 
schooners on the east shore an few, and 
they tnink that ample warning was given 
of the approach of the storm, so that no 
wrecks will occur.
